Do they think this 
truth is Coo dangerous to be 
liberated?

Tuesday morning the n™s- 
apers appeared with full 
ront page headlinesr 1 "ISRAELI 
USES I' eIrCED" , The a tabs 
hoped f-OT a rapid victory. 
They were sure of it "If only 
AmnricaiL and England would 
sLay out of the fight.” Hut 
by afternoon there were re¬ 
ports of -arab troops suffer¬ 
ing "minor setbacks". Thor, 
ciimn falsified reports of U. h. 
paratroopers landing. in Sinai, 

An t i - Arne r ic an i. sm r cached a 
new peak. The Ll.S. embassy 
was rocked by at least on* 
activist thrown bomb. The 
American University was bit 
by a few ineffective Molotov 
cocktails hefore polic« -win- 
aged co seal the gates. 

Terrorists gained ontrance 
tn the American University 
hospital and Hi it the threats 
ni an American doctor and his 
surgical team at work in the 
ope racing room., 

in the early afternoon 
there were some gunshots 
heard, and sirens wailed as 
the riot squads wove through 
the traffic jams in their 
sleek new African police 
station wagons. 

Americans were given defin¬ 
ite evacuation orders and 
flocked. In large numbers to 
the athletic field of the Am¬ 
erican University to be reg¬ 
istered by embassy officials 
and to spend the cold night 
outside huddled together in 
fear. Other American;- stayed 
in their luxury apartments 
in an attempt to empty their 
]iqL±*f uahineth, 

Beirut'^ second night of 
black-out vs s momentarily 
lightened when the city's jet 
fuel reserve* Kift set off in 
a thunderous explosion. 

Pan American jetliners bo- 
gar. arriving early Wedme3day 
to ferry some bOOO Americans 
to Ham* and Athene, This mas 
the Beirut airport's first 
“civil" operation since the 
war began. A few Americans 
having been attacked in the 
Street, most fair-camp3n*ion - 
ed foreigners were anxious to 
leave, end Wednesday was a 
continual scurry of foreign¬ 
ers and rich Lebanese leaving 
on early vacations" to Eur¬ 
ope , 

As the week wore on, few 
Americans remained in Beirut, 
Hobs driven by the frustra¬ 
tion of the Arab defeat over¬ 
ran the American section of 



tne city, looting and smash¬ 
ing any stve that had cater¬ 
ed tu American interests or 
had displayed tigns in Eng¬ 
lish. 

The violence that broke 
out in Beirut during the week 
of the war can be soon as the 
reaction of a frustrated pop¬ 
ulace disillusioned by the 
Arab army’s failure to crush 
Israel which they regarded ns 
the incarnation of mggrrssive 
Western imperialism in cho 
HiddLc East, 

As the United States has 
earned the reputation of the 
enslaver of the eurth's masa- 
ej and has become the symbol 
of oppression, anti-American¬ 
ism was the only open path 
for action. The war's events 
obscured the drcan of Arab 
independence and freedom, su 
violence wars the only possi¬ 
ble outlet for crushed hopes 
in an emotionally sensitive 
Middie East. 

Americans probably Suffer¬ 
ed the least of all through 
the ordeal: the fear and un¬ 
certainty of the situation 

and them the CYCF-trnwdftd be¬ 
tels in Rome and Athens. 
(Even American beatniks hitch 
biking through the Middle 
East were given interest-free 
u.fr, EpvcrnuMt loans tm pay 
for their education.) But 
worst hit were the $3-per-day 
Amur Lean- emjiloyed maid* with 
large families to support who 
suddenly had no work, htimer- 
Q-J5 other employers lost 
their jobs as corporations 
sharply cut back expend! tui-ea 
and investments, (Corporat¬ 
ions always do in times of 
crisis.) Per usual, it was. 
the poor people who paid fnr 
the crisis hy becoming even 
poorer,,while governments and 
big bus. loesses continued to 
play their 11 important’ 1, games. 


As a record cold and damp win¬ 
ter began evaporating into a 
lace spring mixed with an im _ “ 
patient hot summer, the pol¬ 
itical the rmono tor br oke, 
U.M, troops were withdrawn 
from Ga*i and Sh#n-sl-Shti^‘ 
The military events that fol¬ 
lowed are well known, b-n aa 
U.N. forces withdrew the Bei¬ 
rut newspapers focused on the 
impending confrontation, 

Thers was wide speculation 
(aud even betting) around 
town vs to who would back 
down first, who would chicken 
out. At; declarations mud ul¬ 
timatums were vollied back 
and fn,th between adversaries 
and while heads, uf state ut¬ 
tered bellicose statements, 
both U.fr. and Britain moved 
their warships in to surround 
the area, Then the Russian 
ships came to- *ven things up 
and people began gasping,''Uh 
no, here it corr.es," As- a pre 
monition, early May had br¬ 
ought a saturation blood and 
money campaign by the Leban¬ 
ese ked Cross. Then Pete 
Sec get showed up on a tour to 
discover Middle Eastern folk 
music. Ironically, his anti¬ 
war songs (which he gladly 
exchanged for Lebanese folk 
son[rs) were enthusiastically 
received so shortly hefore 
the war spirit gripped the 
nation. 


l-inancial tension mounted 
and there wg-s a run on the 
British Bank of the Middle 
East. The bank wag quickly 
put on vac a Linn in order to 
avoid a repetition of the pre¬ 
vious year’s Intrn Bank 
fiasco, 

Uuring this prilude to tbc 
way, the Lebanese military 
was omnipresent, Troup act¬ 
ivity around the city became 
quite obvious. Soldiers were 
assigned to protect the Amer¬ 
ican and British umhassies 
from the demonstrations which 
grew quite violent. 

On Monday, June 5, the ac¬ 
tual fighting began and an 
air of important exeitemeni. 
nud quickened pu 1 sen pervaded 
Beirut. The city listened to 
the radio. Across the air¬ 
waves came martial music in¬ 
terspersed with news rr leases. 
Twenty-four Israeli planes 
shut down in Egypt almost at 
once; forty-eight before the 
day wag ever. 

The American Embassy i>- 
guqd a secret alert for ail 
.After leans tn prepare for ev¬ 
acuation. Classy? ai the Am¬ 
erican University and the Am¬ 
erican Community School were 
discerntinued.

.Tean-LwC Godard, the dir¬ 
ector of this film, continues 
to produc? the most thought- 
prevoking and challenging 
filUJ of the day. The casual 
movie -root may have difficul¬ 
ty in following,this work hut 
a second or even third- view¬ 
ing of this film would be 
□.ore than amply rewarded , 
Godard disciples will recog¬ 
nise traits of some of his 
previous works, particularly 
" Yivrt sn Vie " , but CJ,nd.jrcL 
continues to evolve with each 
successive film, 

His critics,, of whor there 
are many, have often accused 

him of Istk of ComKitntent. 
But, how many other directors 
have made any reference to 
the horrors uf Vietnam? How 
many of the M avowedly Murx- 
is-t Italian directors have 
even shown us anyone reading 
a COrtwiitist newspaper on Che 
screen, as Godard did with 
Jean-Paul Brialy in "Une fem¬ 
ale est uric fcnme"? "Masculin 
Feminine 11 la a picture about 
the young, und once again ■Go¬ 
dard proves that he is more 
symptomatic and representa¬ 
tive of out time than any 
other director working today. 

The Eilm Lis deaC.Ti.hed in 
the credit? as consisting of 
fifteen precise actions, and, 
indeed , it is broker, into 
fifteen sections. This may 

prove disconcerting to so*e, 
accustomed as they itc to 
more convent ion a 1 thods of 

Story delineation. But this 

should not dilute the overall 
content which is a devastat¬ 
ing comment on much of the 
shallowness of modern life. 
Unlike most directors, Godard 
is ant really interested ih 
telling stories, and his 

plots are usually ju?t flimsy 
foundations on which he dis¬ 
plays his Intest concerns and 
preoccupations, 

" Kasculin Feminine ,r is 
built around the lives of a 
few young Parisians towards 
the end of 1965. Paul (Jean- 
Plerfe 3,taudJ , who has just 
completed his military ser¬ 
vice, arrives in Paris look¬ 
ing for a job. Madeleine 
tChantal Goya, who bears a 
fairly close resemblance to 
Hontrdnl's Genevieve Bujold), 
who works on. a magqtjne but 
who hopes to become a big 
tine " Y5 Ye 1 " singer, helps- 
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Paul to get a job. he falls 
in love with her and eventu¬ 
ally succeeds in getting her 
to sleep with him. She en¬ 
joys this but is not particu¬ 
larly interested in marriage, 
and the film ends with Paul's 
death, 

Accident or suicide? It 
i$ never quite clear hut the 
implications are that Paul, 
the idealist, has been driven 
to despair by Madeleine's in¬ 
differences 4nd the banality 
of Hjontenporaty life. The 
death scene takes plate off* 
screen and like most of Go¬ 
dard's work, leaves uucb tn 
the imagination of the view¬ 
er. 

So much for the plot. But. 
what the film is really about 
might be-st be described by 
one of the interspersed tit¬ 
les; " The Children of Karx 
and Coca Cola 11 . Paul and his 
friend Robert la self-taught 
intellectual! worker J are 
Marxists and spend much of 
their time painting Slogans 
on walls, signing petitions, 
and putting up posters. The 

g irls they get involved with* 
[»ieve it* share none uf their 
social preoccupations l and a- 
bout the only thing they ap¬ 
pear to have in common is an 
interest in the birch control 
problem. 

Madeleine lives with two 
other girls, Elizabeth ( Mar¬ 
lene JcbelE j and Catherine 
f Cat herino Duport }, a nd Go- 
dard uses the five characters 
as his mouthpiece for com¬ 
it? tiling On many of the sodill 
and artistic problems of the 
day. 

P nan asks Paul for a 
natch, keeps the whole boa, 
and sets him®?If on fire [ s- 
gain off-screen ) to pronote 
peace in Vietnam, CM. her 
problens which arc dramatized 
include Black Power, the Ger¬ 
man Problem, Birth Control, 
Beauty Contests, the Pepsi 
Generation, and Public Opin¬ 
ion Surveys. The sequencing 
is sonewhat haphazard and Lk« 
casual viewer is likely to 
miss many of the nuance* oi 
the plot in a single vLewasig. 
Nevertheless, the film is es¬ 
sential for anyone interested 
in the problems of modernity 
and particularly thos? of 
youth in pur society. 
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The writer, , Other, first 
met Engclbrecht, the dwarf 
surreali&t boxer, at the 
witch shoot it the old Id's 
place, Nightnaro Abbey., The 
green of the golf course at 
Mooniughi ] l is the site uf ;l 
sfliall r pur.tr y, tho bunker* in¬ 
clude a Butler's Holiday ianp 
and a native kraal, and the 
record for the hole is one.

The final e- 
qualisor was soured by Adam, 
but it w*s Edgelhrscht who 
dominated th? play from in¬ 
side the ball where he had 
been surreptitiously placed 
by tho bar£h Conchas, Charlie 
Marx and Fred Engels. 

It is this combination uf 
banality, -as in "A.JI. Gther' 1 , 
and outiandishness, of which 
no further example should bo 
necessary, which makes 
Maurice Richardson's book, 
"The Exploits ui Engeihrecht” 
what it is. It contains 

mainly accounts of a number 
Of n-onsE rnti5 SOOTt Jilg events 
in which Engelbrecht plays a 
najnr role. These range fru-i 
a fishing competition to -a 
game of chess to a horse 
race. But there are also 
non-sport tug pieces. Engel- 
brechi runs for parliament,

south! like Bergman's. 'Lullaby 
for g Newborn" Gnat 1 , ,r and 
dopes with a clock.
